JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 28. — 
Sentence of ten years in prison im- 
psed in St. Louis County upon 
Felix Francis McDonald, St. Louis 
hoodlum, for the robbery of Oscar 
Johnson in an attempted kidnaping 
on August °, 1931, was affirmed to- 
day by Division No. 2 of the Mis- 
iri Supreme Court. 

McDonald, at liberty on appeal 
bond, was arrested in a lunchroom 
at $9404 St. Charles road yesterday 
afternoon on telegraphic order of 
the Supreme Court Marshal and 
sent to Clayton in advance of pub- 
lication of the Court’s opinion. He 
is now held in jail at Clayton 
awaiting committment to the peni- 
tentiary. He resides in Overland. 

Johnson, wealthy son of the 
gunders of the International Shoe 
who resides at 38 Portland 
place, was set upon by two men 
at midday as he drove along the 
Melrose road near the country 
place of his mother, Mrs. Oscar 
Johnson, at St. Albans. He stopped 
the car by kicking the ignition 
switch and fought off his assail- 
ants, Who beat him severely and 
finally fled, taking from him $35. 

Ina brief opinion written by 
Judge C. A. Leedy Jr., the Supreme 
Court held, “there is an abundance 
of evidence to sustain the verdict.” 
McDonald’s lawyer had made an 
alibi defense, but the Supreme 
Court held that determination of its 
validity was purely a question for 
ihe trial jury and added that there 
¥as “ample evidence” to sustain the 
lury’s decision on the alibi. 
McDonald was tried and convict-

NRA Controversy With Ford 
Brought to Head by Boycott of 
His Cars and Threat to Prosecute 


He Is Strictly Within the 
Law So Far—Said to Wish 
to Be Unfettered by Any 
Contract in Case of Court 
Test of Recovery Act.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The 
Government’s controversy with 
Henry Ford over his failure to fly 
the Blue Eagle has now come to a 
head with its boycott of Ford cars 
and the threat of Gen. Hugh S. 
Johnson, the National Recovery Ad- 
ministrator, to prosecute the Ford 
company if it commits any direct 

violation of the automobile code. 
NRA officials do not minimize the 
tenseness of the situation which has 
been created by the Government's 
latest thrust at Ford and the lat- 
ter’s counter-attack from the com- 
pany offices at Detroit. It appears, 


ity. s 
This is not now a court test, . 
as NRA officials are well aware, 
Ford has been careful to vidlate 
none of the terms of the National 
Recovery Act. \ 

In all that he has done to date, 


so far as the record shows, h¢ is 


within the ternis of the law as writ- 
ten. The sole judge between Ford 
and the NRA for the present is 
public opinion. There is reason to 
believe, from the Ford statement of 
yesterday, that in manéuvering the 
situation to this point he has got 
it where he wants it and where he 
will try to keep it. 
Issue Much Misunderstood. 

There has been a good deal of 
misunderstanding of the issue be- 
tween Ford and the Government. 
Ford has not signed the automobile 
code, but there is nothing in the 
law requiring him to sign it. He is 
just as fully bound by the automo- 
bile code as if he had signed. This 
being true, he could be prosecuted 
for failure to abide by the terms 
of the code as to wages, hours of 
labor, collective bargaining, the fur- 
nishing of required information to 
the code authorities, or anything 
else. 

Ford asserts that in respect to 
wages and hours of labor he is not 
only living up to the code for the 
industry, but doing more than the 
code demands. The Government 
has no evidence to refute him on 
this point. If it is going to “crack 
down” on him, as Gen. Johnson 
once said it would do if he re— 
mained recalcitrant, it will have to 
find some other ground for its ac- 
tion. : 

He could be prosecuted under 
Section 7A of the recovery act—the 


labor section—if he refused to as- 


sent to collective bargaining by his 
employes. But there is still no case 
to be made on this point. To the 
contrary, in the matter of the strike 
some weeks ago at the Ford plant 
at Edgewater, N. J., Senator Wag- 
ner, the chairman of the National 
Labor Board, ruled that Ford rep- 
resentatives had complied with the 
collective bargaining provisions. 
Johnson Quotes Edsel Ford. 

It is conceivable, such is Ford’s 
commitment to the doctrine of the 
“open shop,” that in the event of a 
grave labor dispute he would de- 


. cline to abide by the collective bar- 


gaining mandate of Section 7A, but 
as yet he has not done so. 

In this connection, the only point 
that Gen. Johnson could make 
against Ford in the General’s press 
conference yesterday was that Ed- 
sel Ford had told him that the Ford 
company would never consent to 
any collective bargaining by its em- 
ployes. 

But, as Gen. Johnson agreed, 
there must be some “overt act” in 
denial of the rights of labor under 
Section 7A before Ford can be 
hailed into court as a breaker of 
this part of the law. As yet, there 
is no evidence of such an act on 


his part. 

Others Haven’t Supplied Data. 

If Ford should refuse to furnish 
information required by’ the code, 
he would be liable to prosecution, 
but in this respect, as in the others 
named, he is in the clear. Certain 
information as to production, rates 
of wages, hours of work, etc., has 
been called for by the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce, 
under authority of the NRA, but 
no definite date has been fixed for 
the return of questionnaires sent 
to the industry, and Ford is only 
one of a large number of manu- 
facturers who have ‘not yet supplied 
the statistics. 

Gen. Johnson said yesterday that 
he understood the deadline would 
be Nov. 7. The Ford statement in- 
dicated. that the required statistics 
would be furnished. 

The Government’s quarrel with 
Ford dates back to his refusal to 
sign the President's re-employment 
ent of July and thereby earn 


‘the right to fly the Blue Eagle. 


There was nothing in the Indus- 
trial Recovery Act—the act from 
which the NRA derives its author- 
ity—to compel him to. sign. The 


Ford statement is correct in saying 
that “flying the Blue EasJe is not}

AKRON, O., Oct. 28.—The Graft 
Zeppelin, German dirigible which 
has made many trans-Atlantic 
crossings, took off from the Good- 
year Zeppelin dock at 8:55 a. m. to 
day on its return flight to Germany. 

The route lay across the eastern 
part of the United States and over 
the Atlantic to Seville, Spain, and 
Friedrichshafen, the Zeppelin‘s 
home port in Germany.

His widcw, Mrs. Jeanette Swalley 
of St. Charles, is to receive a bronze

Besides the daughter, Jane, now 9 
years old, there is a son, Robert, 
who is 3. 

Swalley, a bank cashier of Ponca 
City, Ok., was drowned June 12, 
1931, in a lake near Newkirk, Ok. 
Mr. and Mrs. Swalley, with their 
children and Miss Loretta Pearce 
and Laverne Ross, 17-year-old busi- 
ness college students who made 
their home with the Swalleys, had 
gone there on an outing. 

Miss Pearce and Jane, wading in 
shallow water, stepped suddenly in 
a hole eight feet deep. Neither 
could swim and they shouted for 
help. Mr. and Mrs. Swalley had 
been preparing to enter a boat tied 
at the bank, but Swalley, not to be 
delayed, plunged fully clothed into 
the water, although he was an in- 
experienced swimmer. 

While his wife and Miss Ross 
worked to release the boat, Swalley 
waded and swam to Miss Pearce 
and his daughter. He managed to 
get behind Miss Pearce, who was 
holding his daughter, and for a 
moment supported her above the 
water. 

He sank, but even under water 
continued to support the others, un- 
til Mrs. Swalley and Miss Ross 
reached them in the boat. Miss 
Pearce grasped the gunwale and 
Mrs. Swalley pulled her daughter 
to safety. Swalley had disap- 
peared, and his body was not re- 
covered for an hour. 

Mrs. Swalley, daughter of the late 
Carr Edwards, once Surveyor of St. 
Charles County, returned. to her 
home there after the death of her 
husband. He was 32 years old.

FILLING STATION UNION 
CONSIDERING STRIKE

New Organization Seeks to Get 
Hearing by Employers on 
Its Demands. 


A poll of strength was taken last 
night by the members of the newly 
organized Gasoline Service Station 
and Warehouse Employes’ Union, 
who said they planned to strike un- 
less employers hear their demands 


next week. ~ 
The result of the poll was not 


made public pending efforts by of-' 


ficers of the union to arrange a 
hearing with employers before next 
Friday night, the next meeting 
date. The union claims a mem- 
bership of 1500 of the estimated 
3000 gasoline station and ware- 
house employes in St. Louis and the 
suburbs. 

The union is demanding the fol- 
lowing minimum wages: Station 
managers, $135 a month; attendants, 
$90; car washers and porters, $70. 
The minimum prescribed for gaso- 
line.station attendants under the 
NRA code is $65 a month. Com- 
paratively few attendants receive 
more than this, according to H. E. 
Sperry, vice-president of the union. 

One request which the union 
plans to press is for a one per cent 
handling loss. Gasoline station at- 
tendants are compelled to pay 
handling shortages out of their own 
funds, Sperry says. The shortage, 
due to evaporation and condition 
of equipment, varies from 20 cents 
to. $1 for a 24-hour shift, according 
to Sperry. 

“The rule requiring employes to 
dig into their°-own small funds to 
make good a shortage, which the 
companies know cannot be avoided, 
served to spur the workers to or- 
ganize more than anything else,” 
Sperry said. “Men receiving $65 a 
month can ill afford to pay the 
handling losses of a large corpora- 
tion. In asking for a 1 per cent 
shrinkage *allowance we are 
lenient.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Some- 
where in the world is more than 
$15,000,000,000 of gold. Gold that 
has been produced and has disap- 
peared from sight in the centuries 
since Columbus claimed the new 
world for Spain. 

From 1493 to 1932 the world pro- 
duced 1,109,800,000 ounces, the Bu- 
reau of Mines estimates. About 
half of this has disappeared—536,- 
563,329 ounces, to be exact. 

Where is it? Officials say some 
is in the hands of small holders, 
some in the strong boxes of the 
fabulously rich Indian princes. Pos- 
sibly one-third of it is in India. 
Part of the lost gold is in the form 
of ornaments that have been buried 
with the owner®*and another part 
lies at the bottom of the sea in 
sunken ships.

PETITION TO DISSOLVE 
MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION 


Evangelical Christians Say Mem- 
bers No Longer Able to Pay 
Assessments. 

A petition was filed in Circuit 
Judge Hamilton’s court yesterday 
asking for dissolution of the Mu- 
tual Aid Association of Evangelical 
Christians, which was incorporated 
as a benevolent organization July 
31, 1886. 

The petition was signed by F. P. 
Jens, president, and Charles Siek- 
mann, secretary. whe say that be- 
cause of existing economic condi- 
tions many members, of whom there 
are about 500, have found it diffi- 
cult to pay monthly assessments; 
further, the petitioners state, for a 
number of years the association has 
not been able to secure new mem- 
bers. 

The association has been paying 
benefits not exceeding $650 to de- 
pendents of deceased members, the 
amount being determined at the 
rate of $1 per member. Formerly 
the maximum payment was $1000. 
According to the petition, the as- 
sociation has assets valued at $120,- 
345 and no debts. The court is 
asked to order distribution of the 
assets among the various members. 
Dissolution * was approved last 
month by vote of 8 per cent of 
the organization, the petition shows.

GITY LOSES HEAVILY 
ON TERMINAL TAX 


County Gains Under Change in 
Manner of Reporting 
Property. 


As a result of a change by the 
Terminal Railroad Association in 
the manner of reporting its proper- 
ty for general taxation, the city and 
the Board of Education will receive 
less than half as much taxes from 
the Terminal this year as last year. 


$127,190 and the school taxes will 
be $62,133, compared with $262,056 
and $128,016, respectively, last year. 
St. Louis County-and a number of 
county school districts will gain 
proportionately in taxes. 

The change was made by report- 
ing four subsidiaries with the par- 
ent concern as one operating com- 
pany. Under the law, accordingly, 
there was a new allocation of the 
taxable value as between the city 
and the county. The Terminal Rail- 
road Association heretofore had 
been assessed entirely in the city, 
where all its main line trackage is. 
By grouping the subsidiaries, which 
have much property in the county, 
it became necessary to allocate the 
main-line trackage, 12.79 miles be- 
ing assigned to the city and 13.44 
miles to the county. 

At the Terminal offices it was 
said the change was made in order 
to simplify the work of reporting, 
not to take advantage of any lower 
tax rates in the county. While the 
assessment of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association in the city was de- 
creased 40 per cent, compared with 
last year, the gross assessment of 
the system, including the subsidi- 
aries, was reduced only 5 per cent. 
The State Board of Equalization, 
which , assesses railroads, made an 
average cut of 10 per cent for all 
roads in Missouri, this year. 

Assessments of the parent com- 
pany and subsidiaries involved for 
last year’s taxes were: Terminal 
Railroad Association, $12,377,696, all 
in the city; St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Railway, $2,433,- 
717, all in the city; St. Louis Trans- 
fer Railway, $134,966, all in the city; 
St. Louis Terminal Railway, $114,- 


the Frisco Railroad bankruptcy |-399 jn the city, $343,196 in the coun- 


ty; St. Louis Belt & Terminal Rail- 
way, $403,421, all in the county. In 
comparison, under the new arrange- 
ment, the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, including the subsidiaries, 
is assessed $7,309,800 in the city and 
$7,681,290 in the county for this 
year’s taxes. 

The total asse3sment this ‘year is 
$14,991,090, according to the State 
Board of Equalization, compared 
with $15,807,359 last year. The four 
subsidiaries have retained their cor- 
porate identity, although reported 
together for taxation. Another Mis- 
souri subsidiary, the St. Louis 
Bridge Co., was reported separately 
this year, as before. 

City officials were not aware of 
the reason for the decreased assess- 
ment until an explanation by W. N. 
Doss, secretary of the State Board 
of Equalization, was published yes-

OF MEDAL SCE

A detailed fee schedule, indorsed 
by the St. Louis Medical Society, 
is tabluated in an issue of the so- 


ciety’s bulletin published today, con- 
taining provision for everything 
from telephoning a prescription to 
performing a major operation. 

The schedule, which was adopted 
simultaneously with a code of prac- 
tice designed to check contract 
practice and to obviate free service 
to anyone not proved indigent, pro- 
vides that the physician may use 
his judgment in increasing sug- 
gested maximums and may dimin- 
ish lesser charges “when he be- 
lieves the patient cannot afford to 
pay the regular fees.” 

The obstetrical fee for a normal 
delivery ranges from $50 to $1000; 
general abdominal operations from 
$150 to $5000; amputation of fin- 
gers or toes from $25 to $100, and 
capital operations $150 to $5000, 

: $1 a Mile. 

General office fees range from 
$2 to $10. A similar scale is in- 
dorsed for a letter of advice and 
a fee of $2 is provided for tele- 
phoning a prescription. Telephone 
advice costs $1. 

A schedule of from $3 to $5 “and 
up”.is stipulated for day visits and 
from $5 to $25 for night visits. The 
fee table provides also for a charge 
of $1 a mile extra for more than 
two miles, day or night, beyond the 
corporate limits. 

Attendance in court in civil cases 
involves daily charges ranging from 
$50 to $300, while for any examina- 
tion involving a‘question of law 
in which the physician will be sub- 
penaed a similar fee scale is au- 
thorized. 

Cash for Treatments. 

An office fee schedule of from 
$5 to $25 is provided for patients 
suffering from venereal diseases, 
with the stipulation the schedule is 
based on cash payments. 

Eye operations include fees of 
from $3 to $25 for removal of a 
foreign body from the cornea and 
from $100 to $2000 for the removal 
of a foreign' body from the interior 
of the eyeball. 

In the ear, nose and throat di- 
vision, the fee for the removal of 
tonsils ranges from $25 to $500 and 
a puncture of the antrum costs 
from $15 to $50. A simple mastoid 
is listed at from $100 to $1000. A 
plastic operation for a nose deform- 
ity costs from $100 to $2000. 

X-ray examinations range from 
$10 to $100 except in the case of an 
examination of the teeth, in which 
a $2.minimum is provided. 

“Unethical Practices.” 

The long schedule includes fees 
for various treatments and exam- 
inations, including those in which 
the laboratory is employed. 

As has been told, the society has 
created a board of three members 
known as the Code and Contract 
Board. It is empowered to investi- 
gate contracts under which any 
member of the society extends his 
services. 

“Unethical practices,” named by 
the society, include acceptance of 
compensation inadequate to assure 
good medical service, prevention of 
a patient’s free choice of a physi- 
cian, and interference with “rea- 
sonable competition.”

vious enough. We share them to a very great ex- 


tent. But that is beside the point., The point is 
that the State requires additional revenue immedi- 
ately to feed the unemployed, who will otherwise be 
left to starve, even by the Federal Government. We 
cannot get this revenue from income taxes, which 
were considerably raised by the Legislature two 
years ago, and already return less revenue than they 
did when times were good. : 

The proposed gasoline tax is equally impractica- 
ble. Gasoline taxes are already much higher than 
they have ever been in the State. To attempt to 
make them carry the additional emergency burden 
of the State would be to encounter the law of dimin- 
ishing returns. The effort would not merely defeat 
itself; it would defeat the present plan by which 
gasoline taxes and automobile licenses contribute to 
the construction and maintenance of highways aad 
retirement of highway bonds. Moreover, the State 
pledged itself, when the latest road bond issue was 
passed, not to increase gasoline taxes. To rescind 
that action would require a public vote upon a con- 
stitutional amendment. What delay and uncertainty 
that would entail! 

Is there anything left but the sales tax? If so, the 
Legislature knows nothing about it. It has before it, 
after such incidental. suggéstions as doubling the 
corporation franchise tax, only three suggestions. 
Two of them, we are convinced, would fail. The Gor- 
ernor and the leaders of his party are therefore 
forced to override objéctions to the only way left for 
them. If the sales tax is the only way out, then objec- 
tion becomes pointless. We opposed a national sales 
tax, chiefly upon the ground that since the states 
would inevitably enter this field, we would have dou- 
ble taxation. If Missouri cannot meet her necessities 
without a state sales tax, we will accept it. We only 
want to be sure that her necessities require it. 

The State at the moment is meeeting its payroll 
with borrowed money. It has nothing with which to 
match Federal and local: funds. for relief, notwith- 
standing State Relief Director Wallace Crossley estt- 
mates that $7,500,000 is the minimum share to be re- 
quired of the State in the next 18 months. A con- 
siderable part of the State school system is unable 
to continue operating upon present resources, owing 
to failure of local taxes and diminished contributions 
from the State. Unfortunately, 
without any definite departmental statement of what 
some of the causes for which relief is asked can 
do with ata time when the people cannot af- 
ford extravagance. Gov. Park could clarify the sit- 
uation greatly by insisting that a bedrock. program 
be devised, applicable alike to relief, education and 
the solvency of the State. 

The Governor estimates in his call that a 1 per cent 
service charge upon sales would bring in some $9,000, 
000 a year. However that may turn out, such a tax 
may be unavoidable. If so, the Legislature must go 
through with it. The Governor and his party have the 
power to do what they must do. We exhort them 
to do it. ‘ 
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JUSTICE IN MALLORCA. . 


Everyone concerned should beihappy over the out- 
come of the military trial at Palma, Mallorca, where 
five Americans, one of them a woman, were acquitted 
of assaulting a member of the civil guard. The two 
governments iuvolved doubtless are relieved, now 
that an incident which threatened to develop into 
an unpleasant international controversy is ended. 
The dignity of the civil guard has been upheld, since 
the alleged culprits spent six and a half weeks in the 
Palma jail after the cafe fracas in which they took 
part. The Americans can rejoice over receiving 
mercy, for the usual penalty for assaulting one of 
Spain’s dignified officers is a long prison term. Since 
their offense was without ¢riminal intent, clemency 
is justified. And Mallorca, which had reaped large 
profits from its popularity as a vacation resort, 
should find its “boom in Paradise” undisturbed as 
a result of the court’s decision. It is safe to say, 
too, that the behavior of foreigners in Mallorca, 
which had brought complaints from the citizenry, 
will be somewhat modified since the seriousness of 
doing battle with the local constabulary has been 


demonstrated. Parties will still be gay in Mallorca, 


but they will be considerably more discreet.

‘A CASE FOR THE NATIONAL LABOR BOARD. 

An Associated Press dispatch from Gillespie, IIL, 
quotes Claudé E. Pearcy, president of the Progressive 
Miners of America, as saying that his union is will- 
ing to refer its dispute with the United Mine Work- 
ers to a “disinterested” board, but not to the Nation- 
al Lebor Board. He points out that two of the seven 
members of this board are John L. Lewis, president 
of the U. M. W. of A, and. William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, whose strongest 
element is the organization which Mr. Lewis heads. 
‘The Post-Dispatch shares the view that Messrs. 
Lewis and Green are not. proper persons to partici- 
pate in an edjudication of the differences between 
the opposing unions in the Illinois coal fields. More 
than two months ago, we printed an editorial express- 
ing this very thought. These men are parties to a 
controversy which has taken a heavy toll in human 
life and cost no end of suffering. By any standard 
of propriety, they should not, as well, be judges of 
its merits in a héaring conducted under the auspices 
of the Federal Government. 

Nevertheless, we feel that the Progressives owe it 
to the people of Illinois, as well as to themselves, to 
submit their cause to the National Labor Board. It 
goes without saying that Mr. Lewis would not sit in 
the case. Indeed, Donald R. Richberg, genera! nsel 
for the NRA, has said as much. Only this week, Mr. 
Richberg, speaking in Washington, announced that 
if the National Labor Board took jurisdiction in the 
case, the head of the U. M. W. of A. would tempo- 
rarily give up his place on the board. 

If Messrs. Lewis and Green refrained from taking 
part in the consideration of the case, they would be 
doing only that which is common practice in the high 
courts. As an example, it may be said that Justice 
Roberts, one of the newest members of the United 
States Supreme Coart, has failed to participate in a 
numbér of Supreme Court cases because of interests 
in those cases before he was appointed to the su- 
preme bench. 

From the time they broke with the United Mine 
Workers, the Progressives have been the ones to 
make the arbitration overtures. They proposed to 
Gov. Horner a referendum under the direction of the 
State, to see which union the miners preferred. They 
should continue that policy. The National Labor 
Board may have a solution to this perplexing prob- 
lem. President Roosevelt set it up to iron out such 
disputes. It should be given a chance. 

No group need hesitate to take its éause before 
men like Senator Wagner, Dr. Leo Wolman and Louis 
BE. Kirstein for fear it will not got a fair hearing. 
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SOCCER OR FOOTBALL? 

Fifty years from now, soccer, we are told, will 
have banished football from the campus. The prophet 
is Branch Rickey, Abraham of baseball, shepherd of 
all the flocks of the Cardinals’ thousand farms. It is 
not as a prophet, but, rather, as a showman, it is in- 
férred, that Mr. Rickey speaks. In the eyes of this 
accomplished impresario, soccer is the better the- 
ater, is a veritable tableau of thrills as compared 
with stolid football’s occasional climactic thrust. Its 
rapier-like. drama, by the law of survival, will tri- 
umph over the brawny battling on which throbbing 
stadia gaze today. 

Measured in the canons 
of art, soccer, we are inclined to believe, is the more 
engaging spectacle, the. more colorful exhibition, of- 
fering a larger scope for individual prowess, but, 
nevertheless, predicated on team play, and, if lacking 
the gladiatorial atmosphere, the morituri salutamus 
of football, it is surély no pink-tea pastime. But 1983 
is worlds away—for most of us it is a date in eter- 
nity. And, whether soccer or football, most of us will, 
on a wager, agree with Tennyson: “Better 50 years 
of either than a cycle of croquet.”

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FORESTRY’S NEW ERA. 

That was no rhetorical declaration which Dean 
Graves of the Yale Forest School made when he 
told the recent meéting of the American Forestry. 
Association that the United States had embarked 
on a new era in private forestry. The tvode of the 
lumbermen has committed their profligate industry 
to policies which make a first consideration of the 
conservation .of timber resources. The ruthless cut: 
ting. of the past is giving way to a guiding principle 
of sustained yield. 

This year will stand out as almost as important 
in the course of public forestry. Great \progress has 
been made since the advent of the new| administra- 
tion in Washington in rounding out the continent in 
terms of national forests. As the Post-Dispatch has 
been happy to record, Missouri and/ Illinois—two 
states long without an acre of land under Federal 
supervision—have recently seen the Federal forest 
authorities approve tracts within their borders. In 
addition to the six new units to be established in the 
Ozarks and Southern Illinois, new tracts have been 
authorized for Michigan, Minnesota, West Virginia, 
Mississippi and Florida. Present tracts in Arkan- 
sas, Michigan, Minnesota, Alabama and Louisiana 
will be extended. 

In the East, which heretofore has fared little bet- 
ter than the Middle West in the matter of Federal 
forest preserves, striking progress is also being 
made. American Forests, monthly publication of the 
American. Forestry Association, reports that since 
early summer almost 1,000,000 acres in Atlantic sea- 
board states have been acquired or are in process of 
acquisition, at an average purchase price of less than 
$2 an acre. When the year is over, the nation’s for- 
estry holdings will have been increased by some 
7,000,000 acres.

Loses Both Pension and Job. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
s TO your editorial in the case of J. 
Clark Waldron, let me say more about 
him. Waldron was an Ensign in the Navy 
during the war, and since then has been in 
indifferent health. He has struggled man- 


|, fully to support his family upon the rather 


meager pay of a part-time instructor in 
night schools, supplemented by hig retired 
pay as a Navy officer which, in the case of 
an Ensign, is not large. 


Waldron was and is rated disabled to an 


extent of at least 30 per cent permanent, 
which the former Retirement Act required. 
Under the Economy Act of last March, he 
lost retirement, as have about three-fourths 
of the emergency officers formerly retired. 
In his case, it is particularly discriminating, 
because all emergency Navy officers who ap- 
plied in time to come on the retired list 
under the act of 1920 have been put on the 
regular retired list, and no economy act 
has touched them. Waldron failed to apply 
in time and had to wait until] 1928 for the 
Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act. Hence 
his head fell with the rest. 

While still drawing retired pay and hold 
ing a teaching job, he was forced to live 
very modestly. Now, he has lost his pen- 
sion and his job.

HEAVY GOLD RECEIPTS 
REPORTED BY MINTS 


$500,000 Worth Purchased 
Since Wednésday by Gov- 
ernment at Denver. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 28—Thé 
Denver mint is receiving gold at 
the rate of $1,000,000 a week since 
the Government put its gold-pur- 
chasing plan into effect and boosted 
the market price. 

Receipts since Wednesday, when 


the gold-piirchasing plan went into 
effect, total around $500,000, Super- 


intendent Mark A. Skinner said. 

The gold is received in the form 
of bars, retorts, placer grains, but- 
tons, kings or nuggets and is melted 
and assayed, tagged and checked in 
a swift routine. 

John T. Joyce, Colorado Mines 
Commissioner, said: 

“We will have more than 400 gold 
mines in operation in Colorado be- 
fore the year ends. That is 100 
more than last year. The miners 
are glad to be digging pay-dirt and 
to get higher prices.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.— 
Newly-mined gold is piling up in 
the United States mint here follow- 
ing the increase in price by the 
Government. Yesterday the mint 
received 70,000 ounces at the Gov- 
ernmeént’s price for the day of 
$31.76. The largest consigriment, 
66.250 ounces from the Benquet 
Consolidated Mining Co. in the 
Philippine Islands, brought $2,014,- 
100, or $734,000 more than it would 
have brought at the old domestic 
price of $20.67.

RABBI TELLS OF TREATMENT 
OF JEWS IN GERMANY 


Relates Incidents of Oppression 
Told to Him on Visit 
to Europe. ' 


Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman, in 
a sermon last night at Temple Is- 
rael, reviewed reports of persecu- 
tions he obtained at first hand on 
a visit to Germany last summer, 
and repeated observations set out 
in a fecent series of articles he 
wrote for a newspaper. 

Many of those with whom he 
talked in Germany, Rabbi Isser- 
man said, refused to give him their 
stories because of fear, or were ex- 
ceedingly hesitant in relating them. 
One young Jewish leader, he said, 
told him that he had been in a group 
who were seized one night and 


beaten with steel rods and rubber 
hoses. Several, he said, suffered 
broken ribs. 

A doctor, Rabbi Isserman said, 
told him he had been sized with 
others, taken to an armory and 
there beaten, and that some of those 
with him died of their injuries. A 
youth who had been sent to a con- 
centration camp, Rabbi Isserman 
said, told him prisoners there were 
forced to work 12 to 15 hours a 
day, and that those who could not 
complete their quotas were whipped. 

Rabbi Isserman said he had been 
informed by the American Consul 
at Munich that a Jew, beaten by 
Nazis, had been taken to a police 
station and kept there until he be- 
came seriously ill After his re- 
lease, he said, a doctor refused to 
treat him because he was a Jéw, 
two private hospitals refused to 
admit him, and finally he was ad- 
mitted to a public ward where he 
died of a ruptured kidney. 

European ples, Rabbi Isser- 
man said, know that Naziism is not 
the rebirth of a nation. “They know 
that it is the degradation of a no- 
ble people,” he said.

UF FREEDOM OF PRESS 


of Trial of Zenger at East 
Chéster, N. Y.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Oct. 
28.—The 200th anniversary of the 
events that led to the establish- 
ment of the doctrine of freedom of 
the press is being celebrated in 
St. Paul’s Church, East Chester, to- 
day by publishers and editors. 

The principal speakers will be 
Representative James M. Beck of 
Pennsylvania, Myron C. Taylor, 
chairman of the board of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation, and 
Col. Robert R. McCormick, pub 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune. 

The celebration centers about the 
career of John Peter Zenger, a 
printer who was accused of sedi- 
tious libel and acquitted after an 
appeal made by Andrew Hamilton 
of Philadelphia, the event moving 
Gouverneur Morris, the colonial 
statesman, to say: “I consider that 
the trial of Zenger in 1735 was the 
germ of the American freedom; 
the morning star of that liberty 
which subsequently revolutionized 
America.” 

The story of the trial goes back 
to the appointment of William S. 
Cosby as Colonial Governor in 
1731. Cosby delayed coming to 
America, and when he did arrive 
13 months later he demanded that 
the Acting Governor, Rip Van Dam, 
turn over to him all fees and sal- 
ary received during his absence. 
Van Dam refused and Cosby sued, 
appointing a court of chancery to 
decide his own suit. 

Chief Justice Lewis Morrjs, one 
of three Justices appointed, decid- 
ed against Cosby, and was prompt- 
ly removed from office. Then Mor- 
his ran for a seat in the Westches- 
ter County Assembly against Wil- 
liam Foster, a favorite of the Gov- 
ernor, and won. Zenger wrote an 
account of the election for the New 
York Weekly Gazette, the mouth- 
piece for the royal government. 
Zenger’s account was considered 
unfavorable to the Governor and 
the Gazette refused to print it. 
Within a week Zenger established 
the New York Weekly Journal, the 
first issue giving his account of the 
election and subsequent issues con- 
taining blistering satire against the 
King’s Governor. 

The public hangman burned 
copies of the weekly, but it persist- 
ed nevertheless.

Scope of the Agreements. 

The scope of the marketing agree- 
ments for distillers is as broad as 
that for codes under the National 
Recovery Administration. The 
Farm Administration, if the distil- 
lers are licensed under an agree- 
ment, could fix the price to be paid 
for farm products used in the man- 
ufacture of liquor and alcohol. Re- 
sale prices, both wholesale and re- 
tail, also could be established. 

In addition, standards for entry 
into the business of distilling could 
be laid down and the agreement 
might even prevent new plants 
from being established on the 
ground that distilleries in operation 
had sufficient output to meet the 
demand. 

Farm officials plan to consult J. 
M. Doran, Commissioner of Indus- 
trial Alcohol, and other Treasury 
experts familiar with the manufac- 
turing phases of the liquor business 
in framing the agreement. If drawn 
as contemplated at present, it may 
form the basis of national legisla- 
tion. 

The marketing agreement for the 
distillers is to be accompanied by 
a code of fair practices and it 
would provide a means of addition- 
al regulation. 

Brewers Submit Proposed Code. 


The brewers, as represented by a} 


the United Brewers’ Association 
and the American Brewers’ Associa- 
tion, already have filed a proposed 


code of fair practices with the 
Farm Administration. 
It was not accompanied by a 


marketing agreement, but in it the 
brewers would provide that no 
brewer would be permitted to own 
directly, or indirectly, an interest 
in any saloon or establishment 
which sells liquor at retail. 

In preliminary conferences with 
the brewers, George.

Those “big, bad Wolves” of Loy- 
ola University of the South last 
night provea just as big as ex- 
pected, but much “badder” and 
“they huffed and they puffed” till 
they blew in the Billiken football 
house and won a deserved victory, 
16 to 6, before 7263 fans at Walsh 
Memorial Stadium.

The chief strength of the South- 
ern eleven was in that 201-pound 
line. Sometimes, a 200-pound line 
means only that each man theréon 
weighs 200 pounds. But, this Loy- 
ola forward wall was a LINE. Time 
after time, it tore through to break 
up Billiken plays as indicated by 
those two blocked kicks. 

Billikens at Their Best. 

At that, for the first three 
periods, the Billikens played better 
football than they have shown all 
season. But, in the fourth quarter, 
- wearied by the incessant pounding 
of the line-Wolves who certainly 
knew how to pound, the Billiken 
line gave way and, in the period, 
Loyola made five first downs to 
none for St. Louis. 

It wasn’t a game that the Billi- 
kens should have won and didn’t; 
it wasn't a game—the score tells 
that—that the Billikens shouldn't 
have won and did.

Loyola made only five substitu- 
tions during the game—three on 
the line and two in the backfield.

Blocked Kick Rolls 385 Yards.

Boxing Gets a Break. 


MATEUR boxing in St. Louis 

was able to sit up and take 
nourishment, today. In a coma- 
tose condition for some time be- 
cause of the tangled state of af- 
fairs in the Western District of 
the Amateur Athletic Union, the 
once sprightly sport has respond- 
ed to pulmotor treatment by the 
State Boxing Commission. 


At a meeting here, yesterday, 
the Commissioners decided to re- 
instate a rule which had been 
Suspended for some time. This 
rule provides that all amateur 
boxing contests must be conduct- 
ed under A. A. U. rules and that 
all participants in amateur bouts 
must take out A. A. U. registra- 
tion cards. 

For three years this rule has 
been inoperative, the Commissian 
having decided to recognize as 
amateur a body known as the 
Mississippi Valley Amateur Ath- 
letic Association consisting large- 
ly of clubs interested in boxing in 
this vicinity. 

The Commission deemed this 
necessary because none of the 
clubs was willing to remain in 
the A. A. U. because of a rule of 
the Western District—not a na- 
tional rule—whereby promoters 
of amateur shows were assessed 
5 per cent of the receipts of all 
their promotions to help pay A. 
A. U. expenses. 

The clubs not only refused to 
abide by this district rule but they 
fell out noisily with the then Dis- 
trict President, Robert Probst. 
The Commission thought the A. 
A. U. was in the wrong and rec- 
ognized the M. V. A. A. A, 


Objections Removed. 


HE A. A. U. has abandoned 

the 5 per cent rule. Also, a 
recent shakeup in A. A. U. af- 
fairs has resulted in Probst’s re- 
tirement. With the two elements 
of difference removed from the 
field, it was thought that the dis- 
senting clubs would rejoin the A. 
A. U. 

This they failed to do. Where- 
upon the Commission, led by 
Chairman Chester Brewer, decid- 
ed to restore the old rule to ac- 
tivity. 

Henceforth amateur boxers 
must have A. A. U.‘cards. Any 
shows attempted without them 
will be classed as professional 
and the usual suspensions will be 
assessed against offenders. 

The effect of this change of 
frent by the commission will be 
to restore to its former amateur 
place one of the best boxing dis- 
tricts in the United States.

T. LOUIS amateurs always 

have ranked high, but in re 
cent years the fight on the A. A. 
U. has all but eliminated lo- 
cal boxers. Had the old situa- 
tion continued, St. Louis would 
have had no chance to be repre- 
sented in sectional national and 
Olympic title events. 

Now, with local and Western 
championship tournaments likely 
to be held here, a revival can be 
looked for.

NRA Party-Giving

On the 
other hand, she who can be more 
liberal naturally provides what she 
chooses and also serves the NRA 
by taking advantage of present 
price opportunities to spend. what 
she can on the beautification of 
her house or her table. 


At all events each and every one 
of us can at least contribute to the 
Blue Eagle spirit of united opti- 
mism and good will. In emphasiz- 
ing optimism I do not mean that 
we should spend unthinkably and 
improvidently. Certainly I do not 
mean that we should run up bills, 
which we will be unable to pay. 
Uncollectable money due is a 
neighborhood lability of the most 
devastating sort. 

In spirit, an NRA party differs 
from the ordinary type of party in 
much the same way that war acti- 
vities differ from the social activi- 
ties of peace times. All of us ex- 
cept the very young can remember 
the meatless days, the sugar and 
flour rationing, the time each one 
of us gave to the various organiza- 
tions for which we all worked. Let 
us say then that NRA parties 
would be somewhat like the tens of 
thousands of group meetings in tens 
of thousands of homes throughout 
the duration of the war, the idea 
being that EVERY ONE should 
help—the way and the degree of 
this help being of secondary import- 
ance. 

Considering a series of parties at 
least possible outlay, so that no 
one shall be unable to join, let us 
list an NRA club, to meet at a dif- 
ferent house once a week or once 
in two weeks, to play duplicate 
bridge or any other game, for 
score against score; no prizes— 
unless ribbons for champion and 
runner-up at the end of the series. 
Refreshments of simplest variety. 
If they are to be provided for as 
little as five cents a person, tea 
is obvious as the beverage, with 
cookies or crullers and small sand- 
wiches. Or a delicious hot bread 
can be made with ordinary double 
thick soda crackers—the kind that 
are sold by weight at nearly every 
grocer’s. To make them delicious 
they are split and soaked in ice 
water until they swell a little and 
become just soft enough not to fall 
apart. Then lay them out to dry 
for about half an hour. A few 
minutes before serving, put a small 
lump of butter on the split side of 
each and brown them in the oven. 
(Or you might sprinkle sugar and 
cinnamon on the butter before 
browning.) Especially delectable 
with tea or coffee or with a buffet 
supper, but not as inexpensive as 
the soda crackers suggested, are 
crescent rolls (bought at any 
French bakery), each cut length- 
ways with a very sharp knife, 


making two half-shell crescents, 


each half liberally buttered and also 
browned in the oven and served 
HOT! 

If your NRA parties are to be 
given in the evenings and men are 
included, beer and rolls filled with 
frankfurter sausage are almost es- 
sential. Or the soaked soda crack- 
ers buttered and then = sprinkled 
with cheese before browning. Be- 
yond these simple refreshments, the 
list mounts without limit other 
than that of one’s purse and im- 
agination. 

Other possible NRA gatherings 
might include an old-fashioned 
neighborhood sewing circle. This 
type of meeting has been coming 
back into popularity with other Vic- 
torian simplicities. Usually a mem- 
ber with a good reading voice and 
clear enunciation is chosen to read 
aloud while the others sew. What 
they sew depends upon the purpose 
of the class, which may be to make 
garments for a nursery or hospital 
or other organization; or perhaps 
having no object other than meet- 
ing socially, the members sew or 
knit or embroider for themselves. 
Very often a sewing circle or a 
reading class is also a lunch club, 
which meets fortnightly at the 
house of the various members. They 
sew for about an hour and a half 
or so and then have a very simple 
buffet luncheon. The moderns are 
more apt to have weekly or fort- 
nightly clubs, or classes, in contract. 
A “club” means that the members 
merely play together every so often; 
a “class” means that there is a pro- 
fessional teacher.

Whispering behind one’s back will 
be a dangerous pastime as long as 
the present trend in styles contin- 
ues. The gossips may think that 
they are safe from prying eyes only 
to discover that what they thought 
was the back actually is the front, 
and that their attempts at secrecy 
have been in vain. 

All of the good old reliable rules 
fail when it comes to telling the 
back from the front of a costume. 
For many years the necklines have 
been the safest guides. If one part 
were lower than the other, then the 
lower part most certainly marked 
the front. It has been a season or 
two since this rule has applied to 
evening gowns but until the last 
few months it continued to apply 
to daytime models. Now it must 
be completely discarded for a dress 
that swaths the throat in front may 
drop to the shoulder: in the back. 
A tailored jabot treatment under 
the chin may mean a cowl] drape 
under a finger wave. 

And as for trimming, this like- 
wise has played us false. One dress 
has elaborate buttons up the mid- 
die of the front, and another for 
no good reason except to give work 
to husbands and maids has equal- 
ly elaborate buttons all the way up 
the back. Lapels are as likely to 
appear on the back of a gown as 
they are on the front. A shirtwaist 
theme with tailored yoke may pre- 
fer to cover a spine rather than a 
bosom. One belt ties in the middle 
of the front—another ties in the 
middie of the back. A waistcoat 
can, be worn today as a chest pro- 
tector and reversed tomorrow so 
that it becomes a shoulder-ette.

Natural and Unnatural 


HERE are some who argue 
1 that all forms of vaccination 

and immunization are unnatur- 
al. They claim that the immunizing 
substances are poisons which, when 
injected into the body, injure it. 
Some even suggest that cancer and 
other dire disease result from vac- 
cination. 

Proponents of vaccination dismiss 
these alarming suggestions as be- 
ing entirely contrary to evidence. 

Why is it natural to be bitten by 
malaria from one, but unnatural 
to be punctured by a hypodermic 
needle? Why is it natural to get 
malaria from one, but unnatural 
to prevent, say, typhoid by the oth- 
er? 

The truth of the matter, argue 
the vaccinationists, is that this 
business of natural and unnatural 
is rather vague and far-fetched. 

For nature is too large, too in- 
volved, and too intricate to conform 
to any narrow system of ‘logic. Na- 
ture has a logic all her own. The 
best we can do is to learn nature’s 
ways and to conform to them. 

Many people must have noticed 
Many, Many centuries ago, that cer- 
tain diseases are developed once 
and once only, and that, having sur- 
vived,.the individual does not con- 
tract any of these diseases a second 
time, no matter how often he is ex- 
posed. ; | 

Smallpox is the classical example 
of this type of disease. Man na- 
turally argued that could he but 
imitate nature and produce, in a 
controlled form, the dizéase small- 
pox, he should then win lasting re- 
sistance against it. And this, as a 
matter of fact, he tried to do. 

Before the days of Jenner, moth- 
ers deliberately 
children with the pus taken from 
the smallpox victim, thus giving 
their children artificially contract- 
ed smallpox. 

Jenner carried this process fur- 
ther by giving us a mild smallpox 
virus, that is, cowpox, with which 
resist.nce against smallpox could 
be developed, 

The conquest of smalipox is one 
of the great achievements of medi- 
cine. .

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—In his 
effort to get new rails for the rail- 
roads at $35 a ton from the steel 
mpanies, Joseph B. Eastman, 
Federal Co-ordinator of Transpor- 
tation, has run up against what he 
terms “consultation and collusion” 


within the steel industry. This 
“consultation and collusion” in the 
fixing of prices, while not in terms 
sanctioned by the code under which 
the steel industry is operating, ap- 
pears, nevertheless, to be regarded 
by the steel operators as fully per- 
nissible under the code. 

Writing to the steel operators on 
Oct. 27, in response to their uni- 
form offer of rails at a base price 
of $37.75 a ton, Eastman took is- 
sue with their apparent interpreta- 
tion of the code, but in so doing he 
cited no specific bar against it. His/ 
stated objection was on the general 
ground that “manifestly the code 
was not intended to eliminate com- 
petition” but on the contrary “is 
by its own terms a ‘code of fair 
competition.’ ” 

The. correspondence vetween 
Eastman and the steel companies 
reveals an interesting situation. 

In pursuance of the Government’s 
decision to lend public works money 
to the railroads for the purchase 
of rails at not more than $35 a ton, 
Eastman on Oct. 3 wrote to the 
United States Steel Corporation, the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., the Inland 
Steel Co., and the receiver of the 
colorado Iron & Fuel Co., saying 
-hat under certain condition. the 
railroads were prepared to purchase 
at least 844,525 tons of steel rails 
and asking each of the companies 
to quote their base prices. h 

Four Bids at Same Price. 

All four of the companies replied 
under the same date, Oct. 20, and 
all offered rails at the same fig- 
ures—$37.75 a ton for first-quality 
rails, with corresponding prices for 
other grades. | 

In order to conform to the steel 


code, which forbids any of the De 7
